Engineers, Firemen, Conductors, 
Brakemen and Switchmen 
in the Strike, 


Fears That the Movement Will Spread to 
Other Roads Converging at Chicago—The 
Boycott Against ‘‘Q” Cars Being Rigidly 
Enforced—Situation at Milwaukee — A 
General Strike Feared—The Latest Move 
of the Burlington—Action of Eastern En- 
gineers—The Pennsylvania Cautious. 


CHICAGO, III., March 81.—The rumor that a 
tle-up of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
road was decided upon ata meeting of the 
strikers last night proves to have been true. 
The engineers, flremen, switchmen, brake- 
men and anumber of the conductors of that 
road have quit work. The strike includes the 
employes of all the divisions centering in Chi- 
cago, both freight and passenger. The last 
passenger train manned by a Brotherhood 
crew left the Union Depot at 11 o' clock last 
night. The leaders of the striking freight 
men were busy all yesterday notifying 
every St. Paul employe of the meeting 
to be held, and insisting upon his attendance. 
The in-coming trainmen were met at the depot 
and hurried over to the hall. Fully 700 men 
were present. This included all the freight 
and switch engineers and firemen living in 
Chicago, and many from points 100 miles 
away, all of the local switchmen and brake- 
men and a large number of freight con- 
ductors. The meeting was an excited and en- 
thusiasticone. No outsiders were admitted, 
and it was not possible to ascertain what had 
been done for some time after adjourn- 
ment. From one of the men it was learned 
that when the motion was made to tie up the 
road it was carried without a dissenting voice. 
This strae, which by to-night may include 
every division of the St. Paul system, is the 
result of yesterday’s work atthe yards. The 
men are incensed over the action of the com- 
pany in employing new engineers and fire- 
men, and conductors who have acted as en- 
gineers, to take their places. 

THE COMPANY SURPRISED. 

Many men regarded Thursday’s strike asa 
trivial affair, and expected that the company 
would gracefully concede and make a bind- 
ing promise not to receive ‘‘Q’’ cars. Instead, 
the company accepted the situation and com- 
menced filling the places of the strikers at 
once. This isthe real cause of a strike that 
promises to be a long and desperate one. It 
was expected by the officials of the company 
that a committee would be appointed at last 
night’s meeting, and a conference held at 
which a satisfactory settlement could be 
reached. A tacit agreement of this 
kind was made yesterday afternoon and 
the officers of the road met at Division 
Superintendent Collins’ office to await 
the result of the meeting. These gentlemen 
waited and waited, but the committee never 


came. In the excitement of the occasion the 
committee was overlooked by the strikers, 
and, after waiting until midnight, the officials 
went to their homes, unconscious of the fact 
that their road wastied up. When the news 
was brought to Assistant-General Superin- 
tendent Earling at an early hour this morn- 
ing he refused to sayanything. The strike 
was not declared by any organization or 
brotherhood, at least, notformally. The men 
say thatitis entirely an individual action on 
their part. Even ifthe strike extends no fur- 
ther than atthis writing the effect will be the 
practical suspension of business onthe entire 
system. 
THE SITUATION SERIOUS. 
The strike situation this morning is more se- 
rious. Business on the Chicago division of 
the St. Paul Railroad is at a standstill, all the 
road’s men, including engineers, firemen, 
switchmen and brakemen, were ordered out 
last night at a meeting which lasted till 1 
o’clock this morning. No train of any de- 
scription has been moved to-day by Union 
men, andallthe suburban residents depend- 
entonthis road are stranded at their homes 
and are unable to reach the city. 
All the switch engineers and switchmen in 
the Panhandle yards reported for work at7 
o’clock in spite of their reported decision to 
stop work to-day, andatYo’ciock they are 
working as usual. 
SUBURBARN RESIDENTS LEFT. 

Suburban travel onthe Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Railroad was at a standstill this 
morning. As early as 6 o’clock great crowds 
were waiting at Elimra, Humboldt Boulevard, 
Pacific Junction, Hermesa and Cragin. for 
the early train, but no train appeared. 
This train is in charge of two passenger 
switchmen, Geo. Moffard and Jack“ Getz, 
Who usually make it up at Western avenue 
and back it to Cragin, leaving the 
latter place at 6a. m. The train is an im- 
portant one, as upon it about 600 working peo- 
ple depend to reach the Union Depot before 7 
o’ciock a. m. Feelings were smothered, 
however, and the crowd settled down to await 
the coming of the Itasca train, due 50 minutes 
later. They appointed a committee to wait

has seized the men, and 


Chicago & Alton, Wayne, Pan- 
handle, Rock Island and the Santa Fé roads. 
The men on these systems were struck with 
the strike fever more than a week ago, and it 
was decided that the only remedy the Brother- 
hood haswill be in bringing the pressure of 
the officials of other railroad systems to force 
the Burlington to come to terms, a measure 
which the Burlington’s competiters would re- 
sort to in order to avoid trouble. 

»The engineers, firemen and switchmen on 
the Burlington's competitors are desperate, 
said Mr. Hoge, ‘‘and 5 one car from the Bur- 
lington is offered to any of them to move they 
will simply refuse and quit. The switchmen 
especially are imbued with the desire to strike 
and the fever is spreading. \There certainly 
will be a great move within the next twenty- 
four hours. 

Ninteen ‘‘Q’’ cars were brought over the 
Burlington tracks via Sixteenth street, a little 
before noon to-day and transferred to the 
Lake Shore road, over which line they will be 
taken tothe stock yards. The train was met 
at Canal street by twenty-four officers from the 
Harrison street and Oentral stations who 
were to act as an escort for it to Thirty- 
ninth street. There was no trouble 
ot any kind. The rumor had found currency 
that many strikers were gathered about Six- 
teenth street, and the call on the Lake Shore 
to handle their ‘cars was expected to cause 
trouble. There was no demonstration of any 
kind, however, but it was asserted that there 
was every prospect that the Lake Shore 
switchmen would strike early this afternoon. 

THE LAKE SHORE MEN. 

It is learned that the Grievance Committee 
of engineers on the Lake Shore road called 
pee Superintendent Amsden last —— 2 
They informed him that the non-union switch- 
men on his road had been induced to join the 
Switchmen’s Union or act in harmony with 
the union men. They (the engineers) did not 
like to involve the companyin a strike and 
therefore hoped it would issue orders tq agents 
not to handle Burlington freight, as the 
switchmen were determined to strike 
if the company persisted in hand- 
ling such freight. The committee 
would not state what the engineers wouid do 
in case they were required to handle ‘‘Q’’ 
freight. Superintendent Amsden stated to the 
committee that while it was his earnest desire 
to avoid trouble with the men on the Lake 
Shore, he could not, under the interstate law, 
refuse to handle ‘‘Q’’ freight. It is stated that 
the managers of some other roads were called 
upon by the Chairmen of the Grievance Com- 
mittees of Engineers on their lines and re- 
quested to refuse to handle ‘‘Q’’ freight to 
avoid trouble with their switchmen. None of 
the managers, however, made any promises. 
General Superintendent Law of the 
Fort Wayne road had an informal conference 
with ropresentatives of the switchmen and en- 
gineers in the service of his company. Mr. 
Law told the men that he wanted to know what 
their feelings were and they could tell him 
what they had determined todo. Some of the 
switchmen excused themselves from speaking. 
They were unable, they claimed, to say what 
they would do in the event they were called 
upon to handle ‘‘Q’’ cars. Others said they 
had determined to strike. The Switchmen’s 
Brotherhood of this city had been advised of 
the issue on the ‘‘Q’’ road and approved the 
course the men had taken in striking. 

THE PANHANDLE MEN. 

When the nightmen employed in the 
Panhandle yards ceased work at 
thelr usual time (7 o’clock) this morning, 
the day men, who had arrived, 
refused to go to work until they should re- 
ceive some explanation for the fact that 
a Panhandle engineer had gone into the 
Burlington yards and pulled outa number of 
cars loaded with McCormick § reapers. 
It was supposed that a switchman bad 
served as fireman on that locomotive. 
General Yardmaster Dupuys had & con- 
ference with the men and by 8 o’clock 
had persuaded them to return to their work. 
The men were told’ that Mr. Dupuys 
himself had handled the engine in question, 
and that Al Burns, the night yardmaster, had 
done the switching. This seemed to satisfy 
the switchmen and they went to work. 

Yardmaster Dupuys reported the result of 
his conference witi the men at once to Gen- 
eral Manager McCrea, who has come from 
Pittsburg to be on hand in case of 
serious trouble. The fact that the men struck 
once durin the night, was explained 
by the officials, saying that the men 
were given permission to leave the yards 
ana attend a meeting. Itis said they went 
with the full consent of the yardmaster and 
the understanding that they would return as 
soon as the meeting should adjourn. 


The Situation at Milwaukee. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 31.—General Man- 
ager Miller of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul, said this morning that the trouble with 
railroad men is still confined to Chicago. The 


Chicago engine dispatchers joined the ranks 
of the disaffected and before their places could 
be filled some delay to passenger trains atthe 
Chicago terminus was caused by 
a failure on the part of the company to get 
the engines out ontime. About two hundred 
en¥ployes of the company have quit work at 
Chicago on account of the trouble. We are 
getting new engine dispatchers to supply the 
places of those who stopped work, and all 
passenger trains, exceptthose of the early 
morning, are about on time. Weare running 
as many freight trains as wecan take care of 
in Chicago,’’ said Mr. Miller. ‘‘The 
St. Paul is in the market for freight 
both at Chicago and Milwaukee. n 
all the other divisions of the road 
trains are running as usual. I do not believe 
there will be any further trouble. Mr. Earling 
is in Chicago, and the men involved in the 
trouble communicate with him. The position 
held by the road is the same as yssterday.’’ 

All is quiet atthe railway yards in this city 
as yet. A St. Paul switchman reiterated a 
statement that the employes have no griev- 
ances against the St. Paul Company. 

Assistant General Manager Tucker said at 
noon that the report sent out from Chicago as 
to tne Chicago Suburban train being sus- 
pended was correct, as no trains were run- 
ning on the Evanston Division. He said that 
passenger trains were running as usual be- 
tween this city and Chicago and that as many 
freight trains as could be made-up were —— 
started. Mr. Tucker sald he did not thin 
the road men had been ordered out at last 
night’s meeting at Chicago, for the reason 
that they have no organization there.

The men ask foran advance 
of 30 cents à day all around. The question of 
whether the men will strike or not will be set- 
tled as soon as Josephs and Henry 
get back from Galesburg.

THE CRISIS IN FRANCE. 


RADICALS THREATEN TO RUN GEN. BOU- 
LANGER FOR PRESIDENT. 


The Ultimatum Presented to President Car- 
not—Probable Outcome of the Govern- 
ment’s Defeat—Experiments With Bicy- 
cles in the British Army—The Abyssinian 
Campaign — Brutal Treatment of Mr. 
Glilhooly—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpoyw, March 81.—The defeat of the French 
government on so vital a question as the re- 
vision et the constitution, puts France in the 
throes ofacrisisas serious as that brought 
about by the resignation of Grevy. A Min- 
ister nominated by the Extreme Left would 
have to introduce a measure in the direction 
indicated by Laquerre’s motion, and this 
would certainly be rejected by the Senate. 
Altogether the task of governing France at 
present, is a hurculean one. It is estimated 
that there are now 'n the French Chamber na 
fewer than seventeen -parties of Royalists 
alone, split into five groups, and 
even the Bonapartists, although sadly 
reduced in number, are split into 
three factions. The crisis gives an increased 
importance to Gen. Boulanger, whose address 
to the electors is freely criticised and Is held 
ty furnish a further confirmation if any is 
needed, of hip political mancuvers. A journ- 
alist in the confidence ot M. Tirard declares 
that it is not true that Boulanger was watched 
by the police while at Clermont. According 
to them, some days after the four elections, 
in which Boulanger appeared as a candidate, 
Legerot sent for him and asked for a frank 
and private explanation. Gen. Boulanger 
protested that he was quite a stranger to what 
had been done, he was a soldier and 
nothing but a soldier. Some days after- 
wards Boulanger, coming to Paris in defiance 
of express orders to the contrary, was met 
accidentally at theLyons terminus by a military 
officer. The officer reported the fact to Loge- 
rot, adding that Boulanger wore dark spec- 
tacles. It is difficult yet to estimate Bou- 
langer’s chances at Nord, and much depends 
upon whether he can persuade the peace- 
loving agriculturists of Nord that he really 
favors only a defensive military policy. 

A PROTRACTED CRISIS EXPECTED. 

President Carnot conferred with M. Le Roy- 
er, the President of the Senateto-day. The 
President will probably summon M, Flouguet 
to form a Ministry. A protracted crisisis ex- 


pected. 
THE MINISTERIAL CRISIS. 


Paris, March 31.—Noon.—The Bourse opened 
weak to-day owing to the overthrow of the 
Tirard Ministry.

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Delay in the Appropriation Bills—Rumored 
Cabinet Changes. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 81.—The first of 
the regular annual appropriation bills, that for 
the West Point Academy, reached the Senate 
Committee on Appropriations yesterday. It 


is not within the recollection of the most ex- 
perienced Senators that this ever occurred 
at so late a period in a long session, 
though the records as to date have not 
been closely examined, for more than 
a half dozen years. In the long session of the 
Forty-seventh Congress six of the fourteen 
annual appropriation bills and in that of the 
Forty-eighth three of them had reached the 
Senate Committee before the middle of March, 
Inthe long session of the last Congress the 
first bill made its appearance on the 4th and 
the second on the Ath of March. The record 
is held to indicate an increasing tendency 
toward a prolonged session of Congress. 


Democratic Senatorial Caucus. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 31.—The Demo- 
cratic Senators hada caucus this morning to 
consider a plan of action in regard to the 
pending bond bill. Senator Beck presided and 


Senator Faulkner, in the absence of Senator 
Kenna, acted as Secretary. A quorum did not 
assemble until 11:30, and there was not 
sufficient time before the assembling of the 
Senate in which to accomplish the purpose of 
the caucus. The Stewart amendment to the 
bond bill seemed to find favor as a general 
thing, though it was thought ‘that some 
amendments would be necessary to perfect. 
Senator McPherson opposed it in a vigorous 
speech. It was determined to hold another 
caucus at 10 o’clock Monday morning. 


The River and Harbor Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 31.—There is no 
doubt that the President will sign the river 
and oarbor bill, provided the Senate does not 
unreasonably increase the items as they now 


stand. In a recent conversation with a lead- 
ing member of Congress the President re- 
ferred to thesurplus in the Treasury, and in 
making a hasty calculation as to the appro- 
priation bills which would tend to decrease 
this amount, included the river and harbor 
bill. The gross amount provided for in the 
billisa triflein excess of $19,000,000, and as 
this is about equal to the President’s expecta- 
tions, he is supposedto be entirely satisfied 
with the committee’s work.

THE LATE CHIEF JUSTICE. 


Resolutions Adopted by the Supreme Court 
Bar at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 31.—About fifty 
members of the bar of the Supreme Court as- 
sembled in the court-room at 12 o clock to-day 
to make a formal expression of their re- 
spect for the late Chief Justice. Senator 
Edmunds was called to the chair, and Clerk 
McKenny of the Supreme Court was named 
Secretary. Attorney-General Garland offered 
the following resolution: 


The Chief Justice of the United States has 
ended his career by death. He has proved 
himself equal to the duties which the title of 
his office imposed. It is befitting that 
the bar of the court over which ne 
presided so satisfactorily should express 
their sense of the calamity that has vis- 
ited the court, the bar in general 
and the whole country; therefore, be it 

esolved, First, That the bar of the Supreme 
Court of the United States recognize in 
the late Chief Justice a combination 
of qualities that peculiarly fttted him 
for the difficult and delicate duties of Presi- 
dent of a great court; that his ability 
as a judge, his strong sense of duty 
and is firm but mild administra- 


tion contributed tothe public feeling of se- 


curity and to the confidence that has made the 
Supreme Court the balance wheel of 
the Constitution; that they are grate- 
ful for the legacy of his noble and unsullied 
character, adorned by traits that endeared 
him to all who came in contact with him; 
that he was a type of the highest 
product of our free institutions, always main- 
taining bis official and personal dignity. yet 
always mindful that no one was too humble for 
his attention and regard; and that they will 
remember him as one who was an honor to his 
country and to the whole brotherhood of men. 

2. That we tender to the family of the de- 
ceased our heartfelt sympathy. 

8. That the Secretary is hereby requested 
t> furnish the Attorney-General of the 
United States with a copy of these 
proceedings, with the request that the present

Tur Aldrich bill as reported by the Sen- 
ate Fance Committee was simply a bill 
to dump the surplus into the pockets Of 
bondholders by prepaying interest and to 


banks under pretense of refunding bonds 
at a lower interest. It authorized the 
Secretary to exchange 2% per cents 
for 4 per cents, paying in block 
the difference of interest at the time 
of the exchange. It contained no 
mandatory provision for the reduction 
of the debt, and merely offered banks 
as an inducement the privilege of issu- 
ing notes to the par value of the 
bonds instead of to the 90 per cent limit as 
now. This was no inducement to private 
holders of bonds, and Senator PLuMB of- 
fered an amendment authorizing the Sec- 
retary to issue Treasury notes in place of 
bank notes withdrawn from circulation. 
This amendment was lost by a votewf 23 
nays to 22 yeas, but was passed by a vote 
of 28 to 21 after being amended so as to 
provide that the vew issue of Treasury 
notes should not be a legal. tender as the 
greenbacks are. As the bill stands now 
it contains a provision against currency 
contraction from the withdrawal of bank 
notes, but leaves the danger from surplus 


accumulation as great as ever.

The Test ef Freedom.

In all ages and among all peoples taxes have 
been considered a hardship, and the laying of 
them regarded with the utmost jealousy. They 
are the favorite and pecullar implement of 
despotism—the time-honored and dishonored 
means whereby an unscrupulous ruler confis- 
cates the property of thecitizen under pre- 
tense of public necessity. And yetno Bour- 
bon, Tudor or Plantangent Prince ever ex- 
torted a tax to support unjust wars or pamper 
royal vanity more outrageously violative of 
private rights than the Oongress of free 
America now imposes on our people and re- 
fuses to reduce. They at least had the plea of 
public necessity to justify their exactions, 
whilst we are taxing our people 83 per cent 
beyond the public needs in orderto benefit 
private individuals! The sum which we now 
collect over and above the public needs is 
greater—almost double—than the entire ordi- 
nary yearly expenditure of the Government 
for twenty years just preceding the war. This 
takes no account whatever of the sum—esti- 
mated to be three times greater than the whole 
which goes into the public coffers—which is 
paid in tariff duties into the pockets of pro- 
tected manufacturers! Ifthe test ofa peo- 
ple’s freedom be indeed their exemption from 
unjust and unnecessary taxation, I fear we 
should fall very low.

NOT LEGAL. 


The Bargain Between Husband and Wife in 
a Divorce Proceeding. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

Boston, Mass., March 31.—The Supreme 
Court decided yesterday thata bargain made 
by a husband with his wife to induce her to 
abandon divorce proceedings was nota legal 
one. The case was that of Gyles Merrill 
against Byron Peaslee. Herman Peaslee of 
Haverhill in 1873 married Abbie D. Rowe and 
they lived together as man and wife until the 


marriage of Mr. Peasice’s daughter in 1875. 
After the ceremony had been performed Mr. 
Peaslee, who had beep drinking too much, in 
the presence of some of the guests, 
knocked his wife down and otherwise 
abused her. Under Massachusetts laws Mrs. 
Peaslee was entitled to divorce for such 
treatment, and she left her husband 
and consulted counsel with a view of obtain- 
ing a divorce and alimony. Mr. Peaslee soon 
began to repent of his conduct and offered to 
deposit a note for $5,000 for her benefit if she 
would abandon her suit and return to him. 
Mrs. Peaslee accepted these terms and some- 
time afterwards her husband died. A demand 
was made upon his estate for the note, in ad- 
dition to the wife’s dower, which was refused, 
and when the case came to trial the Superior 
Court ruled that the consideration was iliegal 
and decided for the defendant. The plaintiff 
took exceptions which a majority of the full 
bench overruled, Judge Holmes writing a dis- 
senting opinion. 


THE CADDELL MYSTERY. 


Marshal Thomas Finds the Murdered Man’s 
Body in a Woods,

GAINESVILLE, Tex., March 81.—News has 
just been received here of the tinding of the 
dead body of David Caddell, the Wise County 
cattle buyer who was murdered in the Chicka- 
saw Nation two weeks ago, full particulars of 
this mystery having already been published 
in the Post-DISPATCH. The body was found 
by United States Marshal Hector Thomas and 
his posse of deputies yesterday, fifteen miles 
from where the horse was found 
soon after the murder.

Trial of the Perpetrators of the Schneider 
Assault at Elsah, III.

JERSEYVILLE, III., March 31.—In the case of 
Thomas Piggot and Harry Minard of Elsah, 
Ill., this county, who have been on trial here 
this week for the assault and robbery of Mr. 
X. Schneider of the same town on the night 
of September 29, 1887, the jury returned a ver- 
dict, after being out three hours, of ten years 
in the penitentiary for Minard. Piggot, who 


confessed to the judge, will be sentenced by 
the crime next week. James Besterfeldt, who 
is indicted on the same charge, is. seriously 
sick at his home and will not be tried until 
next term of Court. Mr. Schneider, who was 
knocked down and beaten over the head with 
a pick handle and left for dead, was able to at- 
tend the trial, but has never fully recovere 
from the terrible assault.

SET IN MOTION. 


THE OLIVE STREET CABLE’S EASTERN END 
BEGINS OPERATIONS. 


The Cars Thronged With Curious and Ap- 
preciative Passengers—Noiseless Passage 
of the Cable Through the Conduit — 
Breaking In the Gripmen—The Western 
Half of the Rope to Be Laid Sunday 
Night. 


The Olive street cable, after much distress- 
ing delay, is at last in operation, much to the 
delight of the Missouri Railway Company's 
patrons. The first grip-car left the power- 
house, near Thirty-third street, shortly be- 
fore 10 o’clock this morning and started down 
town laden with passengers, its departure 
being marked by the approval of a large 
crowd of curious men and boys, who loitered 
around the starting-point till long after noon. 
One of the passengers on the grip-car was 
Vice-President Lionberger, who has just re- 
turned from Florida, and who rode down as 
far as the Post-office. The grip was manipu- 
lated by Jim Butterfleld, with Mike Delaney 
as conductor of the grip and Ely Levry con- 
ductor of coach 97, which had been selected to 
make the initial trfp. The car moved smoothly 
along the straightaway track, which is a 
promising feature of the Olive Street 
Cable road, and was greeted with 
broad smiles by the residents along 
the line. A laughable feature of its journey 
wasthe terror it imparted to the horses at- 
tached to the gripless cars, and whose occu- 
pation has well nigh gone before the innova- 
tion of rapid transit. They would rear and 
plunge at sight of whatto them must have 
been an evil spectacle, calling for a hard ap- 
Plication of the brake and the occasional 


— of the offending rip car until the 
coaches had passed in opposite directions. 
THEIR OCCUPATION GONE. 

By thetime these animals become accus- 
tomed to the strange system thathas come to 
replace them, their services will no longer be 
required on Olive street, as the entire road 
should be in running order, the coaches ali on 
hand and the gripmen acquainted with 
their new duties within the next three 
weeks at the latest. As alread 
announced, the road will be operated wit 
two distinct cables, one running west from 
the power- house to Sarah street, the western 
terminus of the line, and the other from the 
power- Some east to Fourth street.

This in itself is 
a triumph, as perhaps the greatest objection 
advanced by residents and property owners 
against the cabling of street railway lines has 
been the incessant jar and rattle of the 
swiftly moving rope in its passage through 
the conduit. This objection has been 
especially pertinent in summer, when front 
windows are left open and the rumbling of the 
rope is calculated to murder the sleep of 
every one but the most hardened 
slumberer. President | Maffitt 
largely attributes this absence of noise 
to the lining of the conduit, whichis of cement 
and not sheet-iron, and is therefore a poor 
conductor of sound. He thinks the noise will 
be even less than at present when everything 
is in working order, and is much pleased with 
the exhibition thus far made.

The pp 
ance of tne sponge as t grows is quite differ- 
ent from the straw-copred article found in 
our pharmacies and t¢ the vision of the col- 
lector who from his bat scans the sea bottom 
or the rocks with pre@tised eye they present 
themselves as a dark-colored moving 
mass of gelatinous Matter, perforated b 

pores which are operéd and closed at the will 
of the animal. It ism the still depths of the 
ocean that the animal carries on the functions 
of its strange existeace. The chief sources of 
sponges to-day are Florida, Cuba, the West 
India Islands and the shoresof the Mediter- 
ranean Sea. The spongers are gathered either 
by diving or fishing. In the West Indias long 
hooks are used from the boats. When the 
sponge is obtained it is brought to the shore 
and laid upon the sand or wh to dry and 
decompose, the disintegrated matter ing 
Wwasled away by sea water. It is then taken 
to the warehouse, cleansed, bleached 
and assorted. The principal varieties 
are fine Turkey, Zamoca, honeycomb, 
sucgeons, velvet, yellow wool, sheepswool, 
siste and grass. Each ofthe above kinds are 
assorted intg grades or qualities, and are 
used for various purposes. The ae Zam- 
cena and honeycomb sponges are of the finer 
grade, andcome from the shores of the Med- 
‘terranean. Khe sponges found on the shores 
of Florida anq Cuba are coarser than those of 
me south of Europe, but are strong and ser- 
ticeable and are in large deman owe 
melir cheapness. The business of sponge Im- 
rting requires an immense amount of

FALSE HAIR. 


Some Queer Facts and Startling Statements 


From an Expert on the Subject.

hair, Iam very much inclined to believe that 
his prediction is ina fair way to be fulfilled. 


Our business attracts little general attention, 


but is at the present time most prosperous, 
the only trouble being that the demand far 
exceeds the supply. y line lies mostly in 
long hair, as trade in men’ wigs does not 
amount to much. In America we have 
greater difficulty in buying hair than is 
met with in any other country in 
the world, apd nearly all the supply 
is imported. Certain districts produce 
certain grades of hair, which are well recog- 
nized in the trade. Belgium and the mother- 
land send the greatest amount of fair hair, 
muchof it being very long, but une hair 
from this region is uncommon. The luster- 
less, yellow hair is the most common, and is 
the cheapest, not because more girls have this 
kind of hair than that of any other 
but because, for some unknown 
reason, they are more willing to make 
it an article of merchandise. The light 
Haxen hair, so much in demand in Europe, is 
not called for to any extent in this country, 
and but little is imported. Fully four-fifths 
of the black hair on the market comes from 
Austria, and is out from the heads of Jewesses. 
The reason that the supply from this quarter 
is sO great is that religious observances 
greatly aid the hairedealer in his trade. On the 
southeastern frontier of Austria the 
Jews, who have been more op- 
pressed in this part of the world than 
anywhere else, have held many of the 
medigwval obeervances with a strictness un- 
known in other districts. One of the cus- 
toms which prevails among them is requiring 
a woman on her marriage to cut off her hair. 
Of course this is not prevalent in the large 
cities, but in the country and small villages, 
especially those of ge wth the custom is 
observed with great strictness. The conse- 
quence is a amount of hair is sold 
which, under ordinary circumstances, would 
never come on the market. In all my er- 
perience Inever knew an American girl to 
sell her hair, but it is very common in the 
low countries and also in Bohemia, from 
which country most of the light-brown hair 
comes. Dark-brown hair is not easy to get 
hold of, and commands a very high price. 
Gray hair is the most expensive of all, pure 
white being worth nearly its weight in gold. 
Some ofthe Parisian hair is very fine and 
delicate, but the supply is small, and the 
hair is usually short and thin. A small part 
ofthe annual supply comes from scattered 
points, but Belgium, Bohemia and Austria 
furnish 80 per cent of all used.

ARKANSAS ACRES. 


LAND GRANT STATISTICS MAKE A SPLEN- 
DID SHOWING OF THEIR VALUE. 


Prices Obtained for the Lands Controlled by 
the Misseuri Pacific System—Inferlority 
of the M., K. & T. Property as Compared 
With the Timbered Grants of Arkansas 

- Ratiroads—Logan H. Roots as a Candi- 
date for Vice-President. 


Special Correspondence of the POsT-DISPATCH. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., March 23.—Someof the 
figurea shown in the annual report of the 
stockholders ofthe Missouri Pacific Railway 
Company have been well received in Little 
Rock, and the showing made for Arkansas 
lines and lands is so favorable that it has cre- 
ated much excitement and enthusiasm and the 
effect on values is already being felt. It has 
always been supposed that the land grant ot 
the M., K. & T. Railway, located as it was in 
the beautiful Neosho River Valley. and em- 
bracing some of the finest lands in Kansas, 
had been a perfect bonanza tothe company 
both in the price received for the 
lands and in the business derived 
from shipping the products since the 
lands were sold and brought under cultiva- 
tion. However, such does not appear to have 
been the case. As far as it has been able to 
obtain the figures relating tothe M., K. 4&1. 
Railway grant, it originally consisted of 1,041,- 
108 acres, and it has all been sold except 2,221 
acres, consisting principally of town lots and 
grounds reserved for railway use. The total 
revenue received to date from the sale of 
1,088,887 acres of this beautiful Kansas prairie 
land is $2,307,819, an average of $2.10 per acre. 
It cost the railroad to advertise and sell these 
lands $1,188,130, or $1.13 per acre, leaving the 
road only 97 cents net per acre as profit. 
Now compare this showing withthe result as 
shown from the report made on the land 
grant of the Little Rock & Fort Smith Rail- 
way. This grant was wholly in Arkansas and 
Originally consisted of 1,057,762 acres, and 
was located largely in the mountainous and 
broken part of the State. Up to date there 
has béen sold 476,227 acres of these lands, and 
there remains yet to be sold 581,535 acres. 

ARKANSAS LAND VALUES, 

The lands sold brought $1,796,188, an aver- 
age of $3.79 per acre, against $2.10 obtained for 
the Kansas lands. The cost of advertising 
and selling the Arkansas lands was higher 
than in Kansas, but that was occasioned 
by the expense necessary in showing 
the lands, by reason of their loca 


tion and the way in which Arkansas 
was belittled by KHastern and Northern 
papers. The total cos ot selling the lands of 
the Little Rock & For: Smith grant up to date 
has been $988,736 or $2.07 per acre, leaving anet 
of $1.72 per acre, against 97 cents obtained for 
the Kansas lands. Ofthis grant there remains 
unsold very much of the best land, including 
great hardwood and yellow pine timber belts, 
which will be brought several hundred miles 
nearerto the Kansas and Colorado lumber 
markets by the completion of the extensicn of 
the Fort Smith Railroad through the Indian 
Territory. 

The showing made by the report for the 
land grant in Arkansas ofthe St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain & Southern Railroad is even better, 
wonderful Arkan- 
sas timber lands can be readily sold for. 
The Iron Mountain road in Arkansas had a 
land grant of 1,342,104 acres. All of it was 
heavily timbered land, with soil of the richest 
nature. Of these lands 494,734 acres have 
been disposed of, 1 yet to be sold 847,270 
acres. The lands sold brought $3,445,001, or 
an average of $6.97 per acre, against $2.10 for 
the Kansas lands. The cost of advertising, 
showing and selling the 494,734 scres of 
this land grant was $891,959, an average 
of $1.78 peracre. Thesame explanation holds 
good with this grant, in regard to the cost of 
showing lands as given before in connection 
with the Little Rock & Fort Smith grant. This 
leaves a net value received from these lands 
of $5.19 per acre, as compared with 07 cents re- 
ceived for fine lands in hansas. 

The sale of these lands was not made for the 
timber only, as will be shown by a compar- 
ative statement of the earnings of the two 
lines of railroads, the M., K. GT., and the 
St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern since the 
country was settled up, In reading this com- 

arison it should be borne in mind that the

Kansas and Colorado, the so-called Garden of 
the World. Besides this it traverses a rich 
section of cotton country, operating long lines 
in Texas, and having absolute control of the 

reat coal fields of the Indian Territory. 

hen, too, the mileage of the M., K. & J. 
Railway proper 1s 1,611 miles, and it has trib- 
utary lines of over 1,500 miles more, while the 
Iron Mountain’s main line is only 1,142 miles 
and has only 914 miles of road that could in 
uny way be made tributary to it. 

As for comparative figures, the Mis- 
sourl, Kansas & Texas Railway earned 
in 1887 the gross sum of $7,366,723, and the St. 
Louis, Iron Mountain 4 Southern Railway 
$8,331,822 in the same time, or $965,099 more 
money from 2,056 miles of railroad than was 
earned by the M. K. & T., from 3,111 miles of 
road. This increase has been steadily going 
on for the past five years, and the next few 
years will make the comparison even more 
unfavorable for Kansas.

THE DEATH RATE IN THE d. A. R. 


Facts Which Show City Troops to be Hard- 
ier Than the Country Lads. 


I noticed a few days ago an article in the 
POST-DISPATCH concerning the mortality 
among the German members of the G. A. R., 
said Capt. William T. Haskell ot Kit Carson 
Post of Washington, D. C., to a Posr-DiIS- 
PATCH revorter, and was struck by the facts 
it presented. I have not hitherto paid 
any attention to this question, but since 


the matter has been called to my notice recol- 
lect that the deaths among the German vet- 
erans of my acquaintance have been very 
frequent during the lastfew years. Another 

oint in regard to Grand Army mortality which 
f have studied with some care is the fact that 
the death rate of those who originally came 
from the country far exceeds that of the city 
men. It is generally supposed that a coun- 
try life is conducive to health, but 
as far as the records of the War Department 

rove anything, the contrary is the case. 
When in the Army ofthe Potomac I served in 
a regiment recruited in the city of New York. 
Stoddard’s Vermont Brigade was in our divis- 
ion, and it was aremarkable fact that those 
stalwart mountainers, men of large size and 
great muscular development, were far 
more subject to disease than our city boys, 
and died like sheep in the Chickahominy 
swamps, while the death rate among the city 
regiments was very low comparatively. 
Since the close of the war and especialiy dur- 
ing the last ten years, the survivors of the 
country regiments, at least in the East, for I 
know nothing of the West, show a much 
higher mortality than the metropolitan troops, 
and sickness is much more frequent. I have 
heard from French and German officers that 
the same state of affairs prevails in the 
armies of those countries, and from all these 
facts Iam inclined to believe that the general 
impression that city life is unhealthy is entire- 
ly false. 


SEVEN YEARS’ IMPRISONMENT.

CINCINNATI, O., March 31.—Benjamin E. 
Hopkins, late assistant Cashier of the Fidelity

Chances of Connemara in the Race— 
Backers Advised Notto Bet on Eastern 
Talent—Sporting Budget From New York 
—Archie McDonald Dead—Sporting News 
and Notes.

New YORK, March $]1.—Just now there is a 
craze to buy stock in the Suburban Handicap. 
The favorite horses seem to be those that have 
been sired by Stratford, Eolus, Uncas, Spend- 
thrift and Glenelg. That fast daughter of 
Stratford, Connemara, has an ardent lot of 
followers. One investment made at a well- 
known establishment calis for $20,000 for $200 
in the event thatthe filly wins the Suburban 
Handicap. This is a sample investment, and if 
the gallant daughter of Stratford wins the race 
there will be many fortunate stockholders. 
Oonnemara wasa failure last year, chiefly 
because of an attack of lung fever in the 
spring. She was a first-class 2-year-old in 
1886. In this respect herrecord resembles that 
of Veracity, the winner last week of the great 
Lincolnshire Handicap in England. Veracity 
as a 8-year-old last year was almost worthless, 
as a 22-year-old was nearly first-class, and now 
as a 4-year-old has won within two weeks two 
rich races. Connemara as a 4-year-old may 
prove a counterpart of Veracity, and in such 
an event her stock will pay adividend when 
the Suburban is decided.
